Gentlemen: Nothing ‘can be more gratify. 
ing than the hehor of having succeeded io 
gaining the approbation and good will of the 
people ofjone the most important constituen- 
cies in the countty, I have great pleasure in 
accepting the nomination alluded to in your 
requisition. The next Legislative Assembly 
will probably be the most important tbat ha- 
ever, miet in this colony, and it behoves «1 

ood meu to be vigilaut, and to exert them- 
ives tu insure tbe successful working of 

Parliamentary Government. 

It may be found weil in practice to remem- 
ber tbat the Gislaphtseatations of those de- 
signing men, who so londly asserted that 
you were not qhalified ‘to exercise political 
functions with advantage to yourselves or to 
the cocatry, havé been signally refuted, and 
that twelve years of misgovernment proves 
most conclusively, that they were not compe- 
tent to bold,or exercise ,the office of governors 
With advantage or Bafety to the tommunity. 
Experience shows that it were vain to expect 
po'itical 
official career is not to be found material 
provress, when not identified with their personal 
profit or advancement. I confess that when 
specdlating on the causes which led to the 
disastrous retrogression of the past, I am 
puzzled to account for the long con inuance 
of a political system, to which is traceable go 
mach unmixdd evil—a system containing 
within itseif such active elements of ruin, 
which when considered in the abstract, might 
have been expected to put an end to its exist- 
ence much sooner. Nor indeed is this all. It 
will be the duty of future legislators, in 
their post moriem examivation of the late 
government to fearlessly probe the ¢omplicat- 
ed disorders which paved a way for its final 
dissolution. 

It is not probable that any modern English 
community has suffered politica! ills so pati- 
ently as the people of British Colambia. The 
amount of maladoiinistration, and the extra- 
ordinary nature of official aggrandizement is 
perfectiyagt: aiding. Amore: @ lorab e -ollecz 
tion of despotic follies can haruly be imagined, 
We have seen public seryants votiug their 
own salaries, fixing their own pensions, 
lefying public opinion, and pursuing with 
studied malevoletice, the popular represent: - 
tives. We have seen: mere adveniurer-, 
employed as envoys entrasted with important 
8 «te secrets--adver turers who are universal y 
execrated, whom the proplehave never trusted 
and have long suspected—creatures who are 
to British Columbians what the hateful! 
Ciaudiaus were to the Ancient Romans Nay. 
to crown this humiliating’ drama, a perverse 
and apparently senseless superior authority. 
receive them with fulsome flattery, and ap- 
plause and preferment js showered upon 
their heads in proportion to the milachiet 
that they have done. 

The singu'arly baneful and distinctive 
nature of thesé! events, is pregnant with 
ms'suction a: d warning, and affords to every 
reflecting mind namerous and important les 
sons. The timé appears appropriate for 
turning such lessuns to account by improve- 
ments at once expedient, practical, aod 
decisive; but they realize only half the danger 
which these events indicate, who see in them 
only official usurpation on the une hand, anc 
determined opposition on the other. The 
lesson which these events teach us is, 
that gross legisiation and  extreiie 
agitation are inseperably connected 
—that each is the blood relation of the other. 
Nay more, the danger indicated is to be 
apprehended by placing great powers in the 
bands of our governors without being secured 
by immediate not remote, certain not dubious 
constitutional laws that those power sball not 
be abused. 

“It will hardly. be dispnted by nien of can- 
donr aud experience that there are certain 
requisites indispensably necessary to the 
security and efficiency of alljust governments 
the most important of which I believe to be, 
frecdom and security against wrong. Now! 
think. you will readily admit that most 
civilized governments have succeeded preity 
well in securing the people against wroog 
from each other; but to secure them by laws 
against wrong from the government itself, i 
a problem of a far more difficult sort, whicb 
few nafions since the commencement of gov- 
ernmetits have attempted to solve. Put it is 
a problem upon the solution of which depenas 
the freedom and security of every existing 
nation ‘against oppression and peculation,and 
which from its importance commend; itse f to 
the anions and impartial consideration of ah 
men who are desirous‘ot rendering permanent 
service to mankind 

That it is not the bnsiness of those who 
govern to compel’ public opinion to follow 


|them. but that it is their duty to follow pub- 
lic opinion, is a canon of my, political creed. 


and Commission | 


Unfortunately the praciice of those who bave 
governed this colony, bas been, both by 
precept and example to think differently, but 
the day is not far distant when the predictions 
of the advocates of justice and of reason shall 
be verified,—wheti the unjast and barbarous 
laws which disfranchised so many intelligent 
and wortby citizens shall exist only as evi- 
dence of the bigotry, and sordid ignorance 
of those from whom they emanated,—when 
the promising future proclaims the results of 
Confederation, the promotion of arts and 
science, the diffusion of useful truth, of 
education, of civil] and religious liberty. 

I earnestly trust that with the advantages 
afforded by Confederation and Responsible 
Government our popalar re Peeotateriqes may 
eo far ignore local issues as to faithfully and 
permanently reform the bad _legisla- 
tion of the past, and by a comprebensive and 
liberal policy, inaugurate a new era in our 
political history and msyretbe prosperity aud 
bappiness of all.

Indian Affairs of the Dominion. 


(From the Térunto Globe.) 

The report of the Secretary of State for the 
Indian branch of his department in reference 
to the year ending 30th June, 1870, hus just 
¢ome to hand. 

The new system of management introduced 
by the Acts of '68 aad ’69, by which it was 
proposed to lead the Indians gradually to self- 
goverament, bas not beer much made use of. 
The MobawKs of the Bay of Quinte are the 
only eves who have applied fur authority to 
bold elections under these Acts. Iltis hoped, 
however, that the) elective, principles will 
éventually prevail, | A good many of the more 
intelligewt young Indians feel aggrieved a: 
being excluded from all say in the manage- 
ment of public affairs, andthe hereditary 
rights of the chiefs will not be able long to 
resist the demaad|for popular representation 
in their township aod tribal councils. 

| Instead of the Indians dying out in Canada, 
this report affirms |that they areon the in- 
ctease. The increase is. not large, still it 
shows what good sanitary arrangements and 
increased home comforts with more generat 
te perate habits ‘can effect. 

Tae quantity of In@ian land sold during 
1870 has not beeu larg nly some 14,000 
acres. This is to be accounted for by remem- 
bering that the frée grant system bad come 
into operation, and a good namber who would 
likely have boaght ludida lands availed them- 
selves of the at beige to eae 9 be desieg 
nothing. The credit gxlances of the Jp 7 
Fund aft ory int ‘pod inbapasifist 20h). de 
the Ist of July, 1869, they amounted to $2,- 
588,517.68; amd on the Ietduly, 1870, they 
iad risen to $2,929,899 25, with an outlay for 
the year of $167,388. Altogether, the cour 
dition and prospetts of the Indians in Canada 
are much more entouragipg than good many 
peopleimagine.
